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MEMORANDUM POR THE RECORD 
SUBJECTt Meetlng vith Mr. BRAZAITIS 

1. On 20 Boventber 1955 at 1500 hours the undersigned met Subject at 
a dovntovn Hev York hotel. The purpoae of the meetlng va a to dleouee šone 
BSŪSKIH leads vhich Subjeot eequlred and his future cooperation ln our PP 
aotlvlt les . 

2. Subjeot stated that hls ccmtact, Juozas Kazickas, has recently 

returaed to the States from Europe. He vili be glad to lntroduee the under- 
signed to hla (Conmentt Kazickas is a souroe of RED8KIH leada and Į l 

vas trying unaucceosfully to contact hla in Germany. The undersigned vili 
nov attempt to establlsh thls contact ln the U.S. ) 

3* Subjeot then ralsed the qjuestlon about U.S. 's Inte ręst ln the 
Llthuanian eause in ligbt of the reoent policy cf "appeaseaeut” tovarda the 
U88R on the part of the Westorn Fovera. He vas vonderlng vhether ve are 
štili Interested ln supportlng our Llthuanian PP aotivlties as veli as 
engage ln BBDBCK type operation. The undersigned olarlfled that baaically 
our support remained the šame. We are continuing our aupport of covert PP 
aotivlties agalnst the Lithuanlan SSR. ”The apirit of Geneva" has not oaused 
ua f undment ally to ehaage our attltude tovards the aotivlties of the Lit hu a nlan 
polltleal groupa espeolaUy as f ar as radio hroadcasts are ooneemed. Va, 
of eourse, do not viah that the radio hroadcasts should refleet eneourfcgament 
to reslst agalnst the present regime būt nelther vould VLIK likę to enėourage 
such reslstanoe. Our alm ln the radio hroadcasts is to keep up the spirit 
of the people in the hoasland and to iet them knov that they are not forgotten. 
Thls, at present, Is also believed to he the policy that VLIK has appLled ln 
lts hroadcasts. Subjeot agreed to the above and stated tbat he vould be ready 
to support such hroadcasts and partleularly the radio vork provldlng VLIK re- 
organines lts radio aeetlon vhere favorable cnnditiona exlst for partlolpatlon 
in the radio vork of persona nov outside of VLIK. 

t. Subjeot then lnformed the undersigned that he agaln recelved a message 
from Oermaa authorltles ln Bominąuiring vhether he oade up hls aind to ccme 
to Oensany and head the "Geraan Lithuanlan Cultural Society" . Subjeot stated 
that he vili send the šame roply as previously, namely, that he vas not ln a 
posltlon to accept thls offlftfftfrat the present tlme. 

5. Subjeot further mentloned that Mr. Lozoraitis has recently been on 
very friendly terma vith the "Frontas" repres entat i ve in Rome, Prof . Ivinskis. 
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Subjeot vae vondering vhat vos the reason for thls particular interest on the 
part of Lozoraitis in "Frontas". He askedthe underslgned vhether any of our 
"people" bare mat reeently vlth Lozoraitis. The underslgned denled any 
knowledge of euoh a aeeting. 1 

6. In the eourse of the dlsousslon, Subject mentloned that he vould 
likę to visit various branches of hls organlsatlon in the U. S. būt he ls 
ahort of funds. The underslgned esplalned to Suhject that only ln oases 
vhere Subject felt that he could obtaln deficite HED8KIH or REDSCK leads 
he olght receive support frco us to undertake a visit to one of the branches 
of hls organlsatlon. Hovever, Suhject vili have to dlsouss hls Itinerary 
ln advanee vlth the underslgned before approval vili be glven. 
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
